There is no gender; where necessary, lexical items are used, e.g. for persons 
wib 'man' and ardkr 'woman': e.g. yard wib 'son', yard ardkr 'daughter'. A 
plural can be made with -pa, e.g. wibpa 'men'; or tsotsei 'many', can be used: 
kar tsotsei 'lots of trees'. Possessive relationship by apposition: e.g. ardkr urd 
'the woman's hand'; kar mdma 'the tree's blossom'. 
Adjective 

The attributive adjective follows the noun, and is often reduplicated: e.g. wib 
deriri 'strong man'; baba 'hot': sese 'cold'.
